WORKING-CLASS DWELLINOS. 
A bill has been introduced by Messrs. James 
tuart, Beaufoy, Causton, Cremer, Howell, 
Pickersgill, Montagu, Rowlands, Buxton, Lawson, 
and O. V. Morgan, to provide for the better 
housing of the working classes in the metropolis. 
It embodies the principal provisions of the bill 
of last | session, and empowers the County 
Council to buy, sell, hold, let, or hire land; to 
build, manage buildings, and fet rooms; and to 
lay out land for the purpose of providing suitable 


dwellings inside or outside of the metropolitan |C 


area for use by the population en; in the 
industry of such area; lodgings, baths, wash- 
houses, halls, open spaces ds, kitchens, 
nurseries, dining-halls, or other rooms for joint 
use. The funds of the County Council to be used 
for these purposes, will consist of any sum or sums 
given or bequeathed to the County Council for 
such purposes; the moneys derived from the let- 
ting or selling of any lands or property of the 
County Council; the income or capital raised or 
borrowed by the County Council under their 
taxing or rrowing powers, or received in 
respect of rates under the bill; or any accumula- 
tions of any such mogeys and any sums received 
by way of compensation, payment, repayment, 
sale of materials, cha®els, or effects, or otherwise 
becoming due to or belonging to the County 
Council under the bill. It provides for the 
rating of ground values to the extent of one- 
sixth part of the gross rateable value of the 
premises erected thereon, and for the levying of a 
rate tor housing of the working classes not ex- 
ceeding 6d. in the pound on the annual ground 
value, tenant paying the rate and deducting it 
from the rent. Vacant land is also to be ra 
onan annual value equal to 3 per cent. of the 
amount which the land would sell for.

ALLEGED CRUELTY TO A FEMALE 
GY AS 


At the Marlborough-street Police Court, F. 
Ethardo, of Blenheim Grove, Peckham, was 
summoned by the Koyal Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children for unlawfully 
and wilfuliy causing a girl under the age of 16 
to be ill-treated. Mr. A. H. Hutton, barrister, 

rosecuted; and Mr. Bernard Abrahams de- 
fended. —Mr. Hutton, in opening the case, said 
the defendant had a troupe of three girls, known 
as The Ethardo Troupe,” the children being 12, 
11, and 10 years of age. An oflicer of the society 
having seen the performance of the girls, had 
them medically examined, and the result was 
that a summons was taken out respecting the 
youngest.—Mr. William Henry Carter, an 
inspector of the Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children, deposed that on Satur- 
day, the 8th inst., he went to the Oxford Music 
Hall, and saw the Ethardos, Emiline, Naomi, 
and Beatrico, in their elegant entertainment 
entitled * Bric-á-Brac.'" The youngest one 
appeared to him to be suffering, ser 
during a feat in which she stood on tho head of 
her eldest sister, while the latter walked up the 
backs of twochairs. She trembled excessively 
during this performance. Besides that, shelooked 
thoroughly ill. In other parts of the performance 
the girls did ‘‘the splits’—that was, they | 
extended their legs sideways until they were 
sitting on the stage—and also walked about on 
their hands and feet, with their bodies bent back- | 
wards. He had seen them twice since, and they | 
did the same things.—Cross-examined : The whole 
of the performance did not consist of gymnastics, 
as the girls played the violin during the first part. 
—Dr. Reginald Tweed, of Upper Brook-street, 
deposed that he witnessed the performance of the 
children, at the Oxford Music Hall, on February 
27th. He afterwards saw Ethardo, and asked him 
to permit him to see the children after the per- 
formance, which he refused to do. He, however, 

tolethim be present at a rehearsal, and 
made an appointment for &he following Tuesday. 
On that day he saw thein go throng! “ gplittin^,'" 
“ plunging," and some tricks on the trapeze, but 
not the head performance," nor the walking on 
the hands with the body bent. He examined the 
girls, and certitied that the two eldest were fit to 
go through the ieri aita but Beatrice he be- 
lieved to be suffering from disease of the heart, 
and considered that she could not perform with- 
out likelihood of p injury or sudden 
death.

He could not 
aay whether she was well nurtured or not.— Ro- 
examined: Even if the muscles were hard the

% he object of tha whole trial was to get to know 
which of the exiles bad pistols and who had ehot 
with them, The exiles refused to give any infor- 
mation. The witnesses consisted of soldiers and 
police officials. Upon being questioned whether 
this or that exile had fire, most of the witnesses 
answered that the room was so full of smoke that 
they could scarcely see their own rifles, therefore 
it was still less possible for them to observe 
which of the exiles had tired. But amongst these 
eo-called witnesses there were officious persons 
who gave any sort of evidence in favour of the 
&dininistration. So Gausman was sentenced to

&kurow, who stated that from the entrance ball, 
where he stood, he had seen Gauaman fire. And
